The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dias or Hansen. 

Dias (figs. 1A, 1B) and Hansen (Fig. 3) each show an ultrasonic transducer driver 
comprising a magnetostrictive element, a fastener to provide a mechanical pre-load a 
first field generator (permanent magnet) and a second field generator (electric coil) 
along with a magnetic circuit for channeling the magnetic fields in the magneto strictive 
element. Terfenol -D and other rare earth alloy based materials are specifically 
mentioned. 

Claims 4, 6, 9-13 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hansen. 

As noted above, Hansen (fig. 3) teaches the basic combination of elements. In 
addition, however, Hansen also teaches the magneto strictive element to be a hollow 
tube (figs. 3 and 17), the central prest ress rod (fig. 17) and the output horn (figs. 3 and 
17). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 5 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hansen or Dias. 

These references teach the claimed structure but do not specifically use a 
magnetostrictive material comprised of two rare based alloy parts separated by a 
passive polymer. However, selection from among known, suitable materials has long 
been held to be within the skill expected of the routineer. Thus selection of this known 
material based on it known magnetostrictive properties would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art.
